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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendments, filed 1I21I0A and 8/18/04, are acknowledged. 

2. Claims drawn to 15-19, 23 and 25 are allowable. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

In view of the declaration filed under 37 CFRL132 by Dr. Nasser Chegini on 7/27/04 with the 
Exhibit references are sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 15-19, 23 and 25 based upon 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph as set forth in the last Office action because they show that a 
higher TIMP-1 content in peritoneal fluids of subjects with extensive adhesions compared to 
moderate to mild adhesions. Accordingly, the claims drawn to a method for reducing surgical 
adhesion formation, comprising administering a therapeutic formulation comprising TIMP-1 
antibodies, or Fab fragments thereof, to a patient at risk of surgical adhesion formation, wherein 
the therapeutic formulation is administered in an amount effective to reduce the local level of 
TIMP-1 and surgical adhesion formation are deemed allowable.
